This has been a wet season for farm- 
ers, but Mr. Bryan has suffered but lit- 
tle, as his land is high and dry. He 
does not talk .auch about his farm and 
probably. does not pay a great deal of 
attention to it, although he knows what 
is going on. He has a paid head farmer 
who lives in a good house of his own 
and superintends the work of the em- 
ployes. There are enough of these 80 
that not one is overworked.

The river front park project will prosper most 
if, during the first steps, it is kept within the 
bounds of what is immediately practical. Small 
beginnings make large endings, but it is too often 
true that large beginnings make small endings. 
It As better to undertake the purchase, clearing 
and improvement of a small area, than to set out 
with an ambitious scheme of elaborate beauty 
which must be realized as a whole if realized at 
all.

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LAWYERS AND OUT-LAWYERS. 

A subject gravely discussed at the meeting of 
the Illinois Bar Association last week was wheth- 
er lawyers who advise and guide clients in law- 
breaking violate the ethics of the profession. 

Not many years ago there would have been only 
one answer to a question of this «ind, but cor- 
poration law and corporation lawyers have ere- 
ated a new condition of, affairs 

While the activity of legislators, wise and un- 
wise, has introduced many serious problems in 
the management of corporations with which Jaw- 
yers have been compelled to deal, a wide field 
has been created also for the lawyer, who is ex- 
pert in evasion and sophistry and bold in execu- 
tion. 

Out-lawyers of this description have been prof- 
itably employed of late, not so much with a 
view to the interpretation of laws as to their 
safe and successful violation. Their clients have 
known all about the laws. What they wanteu 
was a legal advisor who could and would pilot 
them in security through the perils of a break- 
hing. 

Every sharp corner that has been turned by the 
exploiters who have operated through corporate 
machinery has been rounded hand in hand with a 
lawyer in full credit at the bar. There is no 
knavery known to men which has not thus been 
practiced under the direction of lawyers. So 
important and so lucrative has this line of work 
become that the phrase “corporation lawyer” is 
synonymous with great wealth rather mysterious- 
ly acquired. 

Many of our captains of finance and practical- 
ly all of our banditti of business would have op- 
erated in much narrower flelds if they had not 
found counselors at law ready for a fee to become 
counselors of lawlessness. How to violate law, 
how to derive all the pecuniary advantages of 
violation of law, how to be a lawbreaker and yet 
be able to hold up one’s head and to accumulate 
wealth—these have been the problems with 
which the out-lawyers have had to deal. 

Every great center of population has had and 
still has professionals of this class, They have 
done as much to debauch business and financial 
methods, to subject the courts to criticism and 
to awaken the animosities of class as they have 
to lower the standards of their own profession. 

Bar associations are tardy in taking up this 
sub‘ect for serious consideration, but, properly 
actuatec, they may accomplish much good even 
now.

Fortunately ‘“‘Nan” is restricted to mat- 

inee performances. It is given only 

twice a week and, if possible, on clear 
afternoons. What would be the effect 
of this nauseous play on the normal 
healthy mind if acted in a shroud of 

London weather, even in June, js too 

awful to imagine. 

Villainess Slain With Mutton Pie, 

All forms of dgath have been the con- 
comitants of stage tragedy, but never 
before has a villainess been overtaken 
by poetic justice in*the form of a ple 
made from diseased mutton. This is 
exactly what happens in “Nan.” Pto- 
maines take the place of the pistol, 
sword and dagger, and abdominal 
gripes do the rest. Like the meat that 
Nan feeds to Jenny Pargether, the dra- 
ma is strong, but not im the sense that 
one usually expects in the theater. It 
must be recalled in this connection that 
Granville Barker, to whose standards of 
art “Nan” measured up, was a candi- 
date for the office of art director of 
New York’s New Theater until, during 
his visit to America three months ago, 
he counted himself out. After seeing 
nis present production, it is easier now 
than before to 
York and its $3,000,000 dramatic enter- 
prise fortunately escaped. 

The tragedy of “Nan” is laid in the 
kitchen of a farm in the English vil- 
lage of Broad Oak. Its period is 1810—be- 
fors the discovery of ptomaines or the 





promulgation of pure food laws. Its 
people are lewiy. The passions which 
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inspire their deeds are the ordinary 
sort. Nan is a wan, forlorn drudge 
in the household of her uncle and aunt, 
William Pargether and his wife, who 
also have a daughter, Jenny. The daugh- 
ter is the sublimate of cold-blooded, ly. 
ing hypocrisy. She does not resemble her 
timid, bullied father, but her mother, 
who is a she-devil in human form, 

Nan might have been beautiful ex- 
cept for the mental racking she has 
gone through. A year before the opening 
of the play her father, a light-hearted 
lovable soul, had been hanged for sheep 
stealing in the prison yard at Glouces- 
ter, and all the disgrace of his fate has 
fallen on his daughter. 

Complicationg Over Mercenary Lover. 

The fir@t act establishes the miseries 
of Nan’s life and hints that she is 
fancied by Dick Gurvil, the son of the 
rich villiage shop keeper. Just before 
the curtain, there is a flery leve scene 
between the twe in which Dick makes 
her let down her long black hair 
to further stimulate his passion. It is 
also carefully mentioned that an ancient 
sheep on the premises has recently died 
of some unknown disease. 

In the second act the dramatic forces 
begin to strike sparks. A neighberhood 
party is about to be held at the Par- 
gethers, and the refreshments are go- 
ing to consist of mutten ple. Nan eyes 
the dish with horror as it simmers on 
the fre. But before supper is served, 
and while the guests, which include 
Gaffer Pearce, a feeble octogenarian 
fiddler, whom everyone derides, are as- 
sembling, Mrs. Pargether begins «a 
match-making campaign with Dick Gur 
vil in behalf of her daughter, Jenny 
She has imagined all along that Dick 
loves Jenny, and she explodes with rage 
when she discovers that the object of 
his affection is Nan.

Weird Tragedies of Final Act.

sumably the Pargether family is avoid- 
ing the dangerous dish. Gaffer has 
gone into an imbecile trance and ig teil- 
ing poor Nan all about his wife’s death- 
bed scerie, which occurred half a cen- 
tury before. 


The colloquy is inrerrupted by Jenny, 
who comes to bring Gaffer a plate of 
the diseased pie. Nan transfixes thef 
girl with a glance and forces her to eat 
it.

Philadelphia Party Lands in 
Schuylkill River Mud and 
None Is Hurt.

PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—With two 
women and three men in the basket, 
the new balloon Philadelphia, just after 
rising from Point Breeze in its first 
flight, and while more than 3000 feet in 
the air, collapsed this afternoon. Its 
passengers escaped without injury. 
After having thrown out all their bal- 
last, in sight of many thousands of 
horrified persons, whe expected to see 
them dashed to death, the aerial trav- 
elers landed at Gibson’s Point on the 
Schuylkill River. Beyond a ducking and 
a coating of mud, they were none the 
worse off for their terrible experience. 
The women of the party said they were 
ready to go again. 
The Philadelphia ascended at 2: p. 
m. In the car were Mrs. Carrie Burn- 
ham Kilgore, woman lawyer; Mrs. Elea- 
nor Lockington, secretary of the recent- 
ly organized aeronautical recreation so- 
ciety, which owns the balloon; Dr. 
Thomas E. Eldridge, Dr. George s«. 
Simmerman and, Prof. Samuel King, 
veteran aeronaut. 

Gas Escapes, Bag Falls. 

When high over the city, the occu- 
pants of the basket heard a hissing 
sound above them. King at once recog- 
nized that gas was escaping. “Phe bal- 
loon began to descend faster and faster. 

King, keeping his hea4, made the 
others work throwing out ballast.

This is the day when scientists all 
over the world will get out their instru- 
ments and try to figure whether the star 
Arcturus will collide with the earth be- 
fore Bryan is elected President. 

Chances are that it will, as it is only 
148,800,000,000,000 miles away and is travel- 
ing toward the earth at the rate of 54 
miles a second. 

The Post-Dispatch office boy, who is 
taking a correspondence schoo) course 
in astronomy, says Arcturus is due at 
Broadway and Olive streets 873,660 years 
6 days 15 hours and % minutes from now 
This will be 3:20 p. m. July 4 in the 
year 876568. 

Few of us will be alive to see Arcturus 
light on Mayorwells Hole-in-the-Ground. 
To Steady kable Star, 

To scientists the eclipse of the sun to- 
day—a partial eclipse as seen from 8t. 
Louls and an annular eclipse as seen 
from points near the Guif coast—will] be 
of specia) interest only in so far as it 
gives an unusually favorable opportun- 
ity for observing the character and the 
motion of Arcturus. 

This star is so nearly on a line with 
the sun as seen from the earth that it 
‘is almost impossible to observe it when 
the sun is unobserved. It is the bright- 
est star in the Northern Hemisphere. It 
is 200,000 times as large as the sun and 
1,600,000 times as far away. A small 
telescope will enable you to see Arcturus 
rduring the eclipse. 

Although previous observations indi- 
cate that Arcturus is coming 54 miles a 
second, today’s researches may show 
that its exact speed is 54 miles and six 
furlongs a second. 


Note the Hour: 8:28 A. M. 

The eclipse will start in St. Louis at 
8:23 a. m, and will continue three 
hours. At 9:30 a. m., seven-eighths of 
the sun’s surface will be hidden from 
view by the moon. 

Father Martin 8. Brennan, noted as- 
tronomer, says that even at that it will 
not be dark enough to send the chickens 
to roost. 

“The sun's light is so strong that, 
even with seven-eighths of its disc cov- 
ered, the illumination is still so great 
that the difference will not be readily 
observed. It will be as though the sun 
were partly obscured by a cloud. So 
intense will be the light which remains 
that it will be dangerous to look at 
the sun ‘without smoked glass. Every- 
one should be warned not to use tele- 
scopes or opera glasses without dark- 
ening the lenses. 


What Annular Means. 

“The term annular eclipse is derived 
from the Latin word annulus, a ring. 
If the orbits of the sun and the moon 
were on the same plane there would 
be an eclipse every year, but they are 
at a slight angle. Whenever the moon 
passes between the earth and the sun 
there is a solar eclipse. If this occurs 
when the apparent size of the moon's 
disc as viewed from the earth is great- 
er than the apparent size of the sun's 
disc, the moon completely hides the sup 
and there is a total eclipse. If it oecurs 
when the sun’s disc appears to be the 
larger {t is an annular eclipse, that is 
the moon does not cover the entire disc 
of the sun, but leaves the edges of the 
sun unobsecured, in a circle of light. 

Total Eclipses Valuable. 

“This effect is observed only along 2 
comparatively narrow path in this case, 
on @ curved line starting away out ip 
the Pacific Ocean and ending in the 
Carribean Sea. 

“The only city of importance where 
the eclipse will be central is Tampa. 
Fia. 

“At points outside the line of an- 
nularity the eclipse will be partial—that 
ia, the moon's disc will obscure only 
one side of the sun. : 

“So far as observations of the sun 
itself are concerned the annular eclipse 
is of little value. So much of the light 
remains that the beautiful corona does 
not appear. It is through the study of 
this corona that scientists learn many 
new facts as to the sun's composition

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Americans Murdered by the 
Natives in Philippines 
Sought Data. 





FIBER GROWS ON TREES 





-Experiments With Seed in 
This Country Were to 
Be Made. 





CHICAGO, June 27.—According to let- 
made public here today, Tilden R. 
akely of Chicago and H. D. Biverett 
of New York, who are reported to have 
perished at the hands of hill tribes on 
the island of Negros in the Philippines, 
were martyrs to an attempt te benefit 
the people of the cotton belt of the 
United States. The aim of the two 
Americans largely was to ascertain 
whether the thread cotton or long staple 
of the Philippines could be introduced 
into America. 

The present production of long stapie, 
or sea island cotton, in the United 
States is from an annual tender plant, 
whereas the Philippine long-leaf cotton 
ie a hardy iong-lived tree. 

Get Data on Resources. 

While Everett was a professional for- 
ester in the Government service and 
Mr. Wakely of Chicago was in the Gov- 
ernment service as a teacher in the oc- 
cléental Negros, acting as superinten- 
dent of the native schools in that island, 
they both, with assistants, were seeking } 
for information as to natural resources 
of that country. 

Wakely being acquainted with the long 
cotton belt of Southeastern Georgia and 
Northern Florida, it was proposed to in- 
vestigate the possibility of cultivating 
the tree ‘cotton in the sea island belt 
of the South. 

Wrote Prophetic Letter. 

Wakely wrote his last letter from Bais, 
Negros Island, on April 2%, and sent 
with the letter some of the tree cotton 
and some seed. The letter says: 

“Will try to send (and he did so do) 
in this letter a little of the tree cotton 
and some seeds. The seeds are very 
loose in the cotton, and as the trees on 
the coast are twice as big as in the 
province (meaning at Kabankalan), each 
tree must produce a bushel and a half of 
the loose cotton.”’ 

The letter gives a graphic description 
of the hardships of the two Americans 
in their difficult climb over the moun- 
tains of Negros. A prophetic hint of 
the fate of the two is a mention of the 
spears of the hill men, visible outside 
each hut in the mountains.

were found.

OFFSET DEATH: RECORD 


Tuberculosis Continues to Be Most 
Deadly Malady, Its Victims 
Numbering Twenty. 


More than enough babies to compen- 
sate for the deaths of last week and 
those which will accompany the cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July were re- 
eeived in St. Louis last week. 

With the new arrivals recorded as 
268, the excess over deaths was 61. 

Among the s@gns of the summer, s0 
far as the city’s mortality reveals them. 
were three @eaths from _ alcoholism. 
That is the largest number from that 
cause in a year. 

Diphtheria was responsible for one 
death, whooping cough for two and ty- 
phoid fever for one. Tuberculosis was 
deadliest of all. Its victims numbered 
20, The various diseases of the stomach 
were charged with 37 deaths. 

Although the weather was dry and 
warm, pneumonia continued a factor in 
the mortality, having been fatal in six 
instances. Bronchitis caused four deaths 
and meningitis. which has teen conspic- 
uous lately in the records, caused a like 
number, 

Suicides were but two, which was be- 
low the average of the winter. There 
were three homicides during the week 
and U accidental deaths.

Pawnbroker Loans $75 on Pic- 
tures Said to Be Worth 
More Than $15,000. 








Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, June 18.—Aleck George, an 


East Ham pawnbroker, is congratulat- 
ing himself on having lent $75 on seven 
old pictures to a needy customer. 

He has recently discovered that the 
collection, which was unredeemed, con- 
tains several old masters, and is valued 
by experts at about §$15.000. 

The discovery came about owing to 


the chance visit to his lumber room a 
few days ago of an antique dealer in 
quest of old furniture.~ Neither the 
pawnbroker nor his customer seem to 
have had any idea or the rc-l value of 
the canvases. 

“The pictures were pledged under a 
three months’ agreement shortly before 
Christmas,’’ said Mr. George. ‘“The cus- 
tomer, who, I understand, was a pros- 
perous business man who had fallen 
on evil days, was merely aware that 
the picturés had been in his family for 
many years. He made no attempt te re- 
deem them, 

“I lent the money maliniy on the 
value of the frames, one of which is so 
heavily encrusted with gold that it will 
bring $20 from the melting pot. The 
agreement expired in March last, and 
all the canvases became my property. 

“I placed them in the lumber room 
among unsaleable rubbish. A business 
acquaintance, an antique dealer, hap- 
pened to see them early in May, and in 
consequence of his comments I called in 
two experts, who are city picture deal- 
ers in a large way. 

“They agreed that the collection con- 
tained old masters, and was very val- 
uable. A bond street dealer made me an 
offer of $2500 for one of the pictures. 
He told me it represents the ‘Martyr- 
dom of St. Agnes,’ and is by Guarini. 
The other expert offered me a sum of 
three figures ‘for a small canvas about 
16 inches by 26 inches—a portrait of 
Josephus, attributed to Rembrandt. 

“T am not willing to break the collec- 
tien, however, which I was advised not 
to dispose of for less than $15,000. _ 

“The other pictures include a Junius, 
as well as Rubens and Gainsborough. 

‘L visited the customer who pledged 
the pictures, and found him to be nine 
weeks in arrears with his rent and in 
danger of dispossession. I have settled 
his bill for him, and have promised that 
h2 shalt receive one-half of the proceeds 
of the sale of the pictures—enough, per- 
haps. to set him up again in business.”’

TIRED OF WORLD 
BECOMES PRIEST 


Globe-Trotter and Student Aban- 
dons Diplomatic Career to 
Enter Ceylon Temple.. 








HAS HEARTY WELCOME 
FOR AMERICAN VISITORS

COLOMBO, Island of Ceylon, May 2.—Out of the] 


“voluptuous East’’ now goes a remarkable example 
of self-abnegation, of religious devotion, or renuncia- 
‘tion of worldly glories and pleasures. Prince Pris- 
dang Choomung of the royal house of Siam, has re- 
nounced all earthly luxuries and become a Buddhist 
priest. This is the more extraordinary becauge the 
royal Siamese has traveled all over the globe. He 
has heard the whisperings of lovely woman, the ca- 
dence of the seductive song, the gentle sibillant bub- 
bling of wine. Now he hears only the last words of 
his master, Buddha, to his disciples: 

“Behold now, brethren, I exhort you. Dissolution 
is inherent in all composite and component things. 
Work out your salvation with diligence.’’ 

The King of Siam sent Prince Prisdang Shoomung, 
his near kinsman, to England to study engineering, 
architecture and coast defense. King Edward and 
his most distinguished subjects received the Prince 
with so much honor that he was made Envoy Ex- 
traérdinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court 
of St. James. 


' He Shines as Diplomat. 

Thanks to the brilliancy of the Prince’s mind and 
his Oriental astiteness, he shone as a diplomat and 
represented his sovereign and blood relation at Ber- 
lin, Vienna, Rome, Madrid, Lisbon, Copenhagen, 
Stockholm, The Hague, Brussels, Paris and Washing- 
ton, but following the custom of the Siamese diplo- 
matic service, he was accredited to several of these 
missions at the same time. Returning home, the 
Prince visited Tokio, where the Mikado conferred on 
him the most distinguished Order of the Rising Sun. 

This was the climax of the Prince’s career. He 
who had an inexhaustible purse to draw from, whose 
jewels had dazzled empresscs, who had been a wel- 
come guest in palaces and in the villas of sovereigns, 
who had been of royal parties at racecourses and 
onera houses, wrote to his King humbly begging for 
pcrmiseion to retire from the world. 

Like every other noble young Siamese, Prince Pris- 
dung Choomung had _ passed @ certain period in a 
Buddhist monastery befere entering on his career. 
He never forgot the lessons conveyed te him during 
that most impressionable time of his life. Force was 
added to them by the heediess, purposeless existence 
that surrounded him in the capitals of Europe. 
Already weary of the world, Buddha's exhortation 
always sounded in his ears and pulsated in his heart: 
“Work out your salvation with diligence.’’ 


Makes Pious age. 

Reluctantly, but admiringly, the King granted the 
Prince’s requést. Prisdang Choomung came to Ceylon 
und was admitted to the Buddhist Brotherhood. Then 
he wont on a pious *ilgrimage to India, and, after 
being admitted to some of the mysteries in which the 
elect grope toward the All Knowing, the Prince 
became Insumbent of the Kotahena Temple, near 
this city, a position of highest religious honor. 

ile wears the yellow robe of his order, his hair is 
closely cropped, his feet are bare. 

Vigorously the Prince cleared the temple of the 
robbers and thugs who made it dangerous for both 
native worshipers and tourists, He repaired the 
structure without marring its ancient beauty; he 
established schools for both girls and boys and opened 
a museum in which sacred objects inspire religion 
end tncite to right living. Now the Prince-priest, seat- 
ed under the temple’s low stone veranda, receives 
visitors. With his knowledge of affairs, his keen black 
eyes instantly recognize the nationality and social 
status of each visitor, but he treats them all with 
equal dignity. 

The Kotahena Temple is not far from Colombo 
lIlarbor. Americans and Englishmen are particularily 
welcome to the royal incumbent, who speaks English 
perfectly. In the museum is a branch of the sacred 
bo-tree at Buddha Gaya, under which Buddha became 
“enlightened.” It was brought to Ceylon 2400 years 
ago by the first Buddhist woman missionary, Princess 
Sangha Mitta, daughter of Emperor Asoka. 


Temple Has Magic Mirror. 

In the sacred museum, too, a magic mirror re- 
puted to be 2000 years old. It eis a highly polished 
surface in which there is not the slightest indication 
of a dent or any suggestion of lines. Yet the mo- 
ment it is held in a lamp’s light er the sun's rays, 
and the reflection is allowed to fall on a wall or 
_ screen, a perfect picture of Buddha is seen. The 
secret of such mirrors has been lost in the ages. 
Save this one, the few left are jealously guarded in 
Japan. A Buddha with Greek features in the museum 
is especially interesting to students. It fs called the 
Unique Statue and was found in Northern India. Its 
date is unknown.

The 
mile found Syracuse spurting desperate- 
ly and gaining inch by inch until at 
last she had a slight lead over the 
Quakers. Syracuse was first, with Penn- 
syivania second, Columbia third, Wis- 
consin fourth and Cornell fifth, and the 
traditional sea biscuit could have been 
tossed from the first to last shel: with 
a snap of the fingers, so close were the 
contestants. Syracuse slipped back and 
Pennsylvania again forged to the front. 
Cornell rewed prettily, with the famous 
Courtney stroke, so they raced along 
without appreciable change of relative 
positions to the two and a half mile 
mark, while the people, lining the river 
bank and the wooded bluffs, cheered 
lustily.

Then came a dramatic moment in the 
contest. Being only two lengths behind 
Syracuse, the Wisconsin crew made a 
final spurt to catch up.

Miss 
Ida Britton, who drove a 50-horsepower 
touring car over the tortuous course of 
110 miles te De Soto and back, carrying 
seven people, and made a score so near- 
ly perfect that it is 498, instead of 1000, 
is the heroine.

oldest entrant in the contest, who, in 
spite of all kinds of eccidents, such as 
losing the course and trouble with his 
car, finished the contest, and has a good 
score to his credit. 
Of the twenty cars that started from 
the St. Louis Club between 8 and 9 
a m, yesterday, seventeen finished the 
course; of these three were later dis- 
qualified. 

Two contestants finished with perfect 
scores. They are Samuel Plant, Pack- 
ard, and Edward Walsh, Packard.

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GOT GOODS ON CREDIT 


Sold Out Before Bills Became 
Due and Skipped—Caught 
by St. Louisan. 





S. R. Richmond of the adjustment bu- 
reau of the Credit Men’s Assov'ation of 
St. Louis, has just placed a man in 
the Kansas Penitentiary who for a year 
and a half perpetrated upon the furni- 
ture manufacturers of the whole coun- 
try a series of ingenious frauds. 

Martin John Muench, who had several 
aliases, most of them based on his first 
two names, was arrested June 30 at Val- 
ley Falls, Kan., and June 24 pleaded 
g@uilty to defrauding furniture companies 
and got an indeterminate sentence of 
from. one to five years in the Peniten- 
tiary. 

He was arrested under the name of 
John Wilson at Valley Falls and taken 
to Paola, Kan., charged with having 
shipped goods he had obtained by fraud 
to Kansas City and there disposed of 
them at a greatly reduced value. 

Muench’s method of obtaining money 
was to open a .urniture store in a small 
town, stock it by ordering goods from 
manufactories from their. catalogues, 
sell what goods he could at low prices, 
then ship the balance of the furniture to 
Kansas City, store the articles in a 
cheap room and sell them to individuals, 
auction houses and second-hand dealers 
at whatever he could get for them. 

Bought Goods on Credit. 

In this way he disposed of, in a year, 
$10,000 worth of furniture which he ob- 
tained on a fictitious credit, using the 
name of his father, Jacob Muench, who 
was at one time a well-known merchant 
o. Baymer and Norborne, Mo., as the 
first basis. Later he would order from 
manufacturers, who would: ship him 
small orders of goods on his own rep- 
resentations as to his credit. 

Muench operated in Baymer under his 
own nazne; at Cowgill, Mo., he used the 
name of M. J. Minch; at Louisburg, 
Kan., he called himself John Martin; at 
Sweet Springs he was Jake Minch, and 
at Valley Falls, Kan., his business name 
was John Martin. 

At’ all these places he opened furni- 

ture stores and sent out orders to manu- 
facturers for goods. In them he referred 
to banks, but his orders were for such 
small amounts generally that the fac- 
' tories*sent. the goods without question. 
_ The aggregate of the orders were s0 
large, however, that Muench, or what- 
ever name he happened to be operating 
under, soon had a fair stock. 

For a month or so he would con- 
duct a cheap. swift sale of furniture, 
and “when the bills for the goods be- 
gan to come in he would ship away 
what had not been sold and depart 
with rienty of cash in his pocket. 

Most of the goods shipped from the 
various towns, in which he opened 
stores and sold out all but a remnant, 
were discovered by Mr. Richmond in 
houses in Kansas City. 

Had Carloads Stored, 

From Sweet Springs, Mo., the last 
place in which he successfully oper- 
ated, he shipped to Kansas City two 
carloads of furniture consigned ‘to 
Oscar Owens. He rented a cottage on 
Jefferson street in that city in which 
he stered the goods. Later he put 
another carload in two rooms which 
he rented in another part of the town. 
He sold these goods to whoever 
— buy them at ridiculously low 
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Circuit Attorney Sager Seeks 
to Revoke Charter of Polar 
\ Wave Company. 
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Judge Shields said yesterday that 
there will be no decision in the suit of 
the Circuit Attorney to revoke the char- 
ter of the Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co. 
before October. ri 
Arguments on the exceptions of the 
Circuit Attorney to the report of Referee 
Allen, who found in favor of the com- 
pany, were made Friday. Mr. Sager 
and his assistants, Loomis Johnson, 
spoke for the State and Charles Nagel 
for the company. 
The three grounds upon which it is 
hoped to reverse the finding of the ref- 
eree are that the company was organ- 
ized tn violation of the anti-trust law, 
that its charter was obtained through 
fraudulent representation that the capli- 
tal stock was fully paid, and that con- 
solidation of the seven companies was 
a combination and not a legitimate sale 
to one concern. 

How Stock Wag Divided. 
Mr. Sager alluded to the dividing up 
of $700,000 worth of promotion stock as 
a “legalized, form of larceny.’’* Of this 
stock, according to testimony before the 
referee, President Whitelaw of the Po- 
lar Wave got 2000 shares. His original 
holding of Huse-Loomis stock was 160 
shares. 

Other stock, aggregating 46657 shares, 
went to I. C. Muckermann, who, it ap- 
peared, divided this with himself, his 
father, Christopher Muckermann, and 
his brother, J. C. Muckermann. 

Referee Allen found that each of the 
seven companies constituting the Polar 


Wave had its own territory before the 


consolidation. This territory, he said, 
naturally was formed by the storehouses 
at which the companies got their sup- 
plies of ice. 

The Circuit Attorney, in replying to 
this finding, argued that the division 
lines between the companies were 60 ac- 
curately drawn that one company sup- 
plied all.customers on one side of the 
street and another supplied those on 
the other side. No such division, he 
contended, could naturally arise if an 
1s | egal agreement did not exist. “Other- 
wise there would be competition on the 
border lines,’ declared the Circuit At- 
torney.

Benjamin Bessing’s Strange Story 
a Chapter of Real Life

Benjamin Bessing, 47 years old, of 2826 
Locust street, who ran away from home

Veteran Organist Thinks Time 
Will Weed Out Mere

Richard O. Bolt, choral leadet of the 
St. Louis Sunday School Union, and 
conductor on various occasions of 


‘choruses numbering thousands of chil- 


dren’s voices, agrees and disagrees with 
Charles Galloway in regard to Mr. Gal- 
loway’s complaint that “namby-pamby”’ 
music has a large place in Sunday- 
school singing. 

“T have always objected to the ‘I 
Want to Be An Angel’ class of songs,” 
said Mr. Bolt to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday. “I don. want by chil- 
dren to be angels, and I don’t think 
they are especially anxious to be. 

“But children like sweetmeats, and 
they have to have some such food along 
with meat and bread. And it takes some 
of the jingly, even trashy, sort of mu- 
sic, to interest- them and keep them in- 
terested in singing. 

Love the “Sun Shine” Song. 

“For instance, there is the song ‘Let a 
Little Sunshine In.’ Mr. Galloway would 
call the music a mere jingle, and I 
would not venture to question Mr. Gallo- 


way’s estimate of musical values, for he, 


is an authority. 

“But that song has lived more than 
ten years, and Sunday-schoo!l children 
love te sing it as much as ever. 

“Dr. John Matthews used to stir great 
congregations by leading them in aing- 
ing ‘Palms of Victory, Crowns of Glory. 
And yet the tune has very little musical 
value. It was the spirit of the man and 
the inspiration of the words that gave 
the song its power. 

“Tisten to a young people’s conven- 
tion singing ‘When the Roll Is Called 
Up Yonder, I°ll Be There,’ and you will 
think it is a great’ and powerful song. 
But stop to analyze it, and you will find 
it mostly rhythm, a thing which Mr. 
Galloway says religious music ought not 
to depend on.”’ 

Decrees Fittest Will Survive. 

“It is just a question of a survival 
of the fittest.” said Charles Ohm, the 
veteran organist of Centenary M. E. 
Chureh and Sunday School. “The 
light and worthless music is bound to 
come, just as light and worthless 
books are. Children sing such tunes 
and forget them. The tunes they re- 
member, and that last from year to 
year, are those of merit. 

“T do not believe Mr. Galloway's 
high standard could be successfully 
applied to Sunday school singing. 
The more good music we can teach 
the children, the better; but they must 


have a certain amount of the kind of 


songs that have a swing and a ‘go’ to 
them, even if they are not real mu- 


sic.” 

Mr. Galloway, in his paper before 
the Missouri music teachers’ conven- 
tion, extracts from which were pub- 
lished in Friday's Post-Dispatch, said 
it was “a shame and a crime” that 
children and young pepole were not 
taught to sing a better class of re- 
ligious music. He included in his 
criticsm the songs “Hold the Fort’ 
and “Sweet By-and-By,” and ridiculed 
songs expressing world-weariness and 
longing for Heaven, which he sata 
often appear in song books prepared 
for 12-year-old children.

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Former Wilderness South of 
Tower Grove Park Has 
5000 Inhabitants. 





IMPROVEMENTS SOUGHT 


Association Organized to Ob- 
tain Municipal Work in 
New District. 


Three years ago a wilderness of va- 
cant lots, muddy, unpaved streets and 
unimproved property—today a select and 
populous residence section and a thriv- 
ing business center—such is the record 
of Tower Grove Heights; that portion 
of the city lying directly west of Gram 
avenue and south of Tower Grove Park, 
and called by the newly organized Tow- 
er Grove Heights Improvement Associa- 
tion ‘‘a magic new city.” 

Within less than three years, where 


‘formerly were cow lots and pastures, 


800 homes have been erected, at an av: 
erage cost of $6000 each, or a total of 
$5,000,000 of improvements in 30 months. 
With the improvements have come 5000 
inhabitants, 90 per cent of whom are 
property owners. 
Growth Like That of Boom City. 

Members of the Tower Grove Heights 
Improvement Association, which was 
organized Thursday evening at an open- 
air meeting at Grand avenue and Ar- 
senal street, declare that the growth of 
the district has far exceeded in rapidity 
and extent that of many boom towns 
of Oklahoma and other newly opened 
territory, which have “grown up in a 
night.” 


James M. Rollins of 3702 Juniata street 
was elected temporary president of 
the new organization. Harry F. 
Tacke of 3911 South Grand avenue 
was elected temporary secretary. Two 
of the chief improvements for which 
the association intends to fight concern 
Tower Grove Park, especially the south- 
ern side, 
Heights. 


Better Entrances Desired. 

The first will be the construction of 
carrjage and automobile entrances on 
the south side of the park, where 
there are now none. The second is 
the improvement and care of the strip 
of 200 feet of ground surrounding 
Tower Grove Park, which was left to 
the city from the Shaw estate. The 
strip is at present in litigation be- 
intween the city and the Shaw estate, 
and both refuse to cut the crop of 
weeds which has grown there, say 
members of the association. 

“We are going to get after the city 
hotly,” said President Rollins, “and 
compel them to care for that ground. 


In its present condition it mars the 
beauty of the park, and of the neigh- 
borhood. The purpose of our organi- 
zation is not merely to cut weeds, 
however. We intend to bring about 
every improvement possible.”

Deputy Consul Dreier Tells 
About Odd Things in 
Canal Zone.

Sanitary Conditions Are Im- 
proving, and Deaths Rapid- 
ly Decreasing. 





How would you like té live in Spig- 
goty Land, in the good old summer time? 
Spiggoty land? Why, that’s Panama. 

Down in Panama, in weather that has 
St. Louis beat a King’s highway block, 
for hotness, they change clothes six 
times a day. 

f you Aoubt that, ask Casper L. 
Dreier. He is American Deputy Consul- 
General at Panama, Panama. He uses 
two Panamas on his card, because the 
first Panama is the city, and the sec- 
ond is the Republic, but the city is al- 
most as big as the country, so the sec- 
ond Panama might be called tautological 
if one cared to be pedantic. 

Deputy‘ Consul-General Dreler is tak- 
ing his annual vacation, and is spend- 
ing part of the time with his cousin, 
F. C. Pauley, 939 Maple place. 
Missourian. His heme is in Kansas 
City, and he was appointed to the con- 
sular service two years ago through 
He is 
deputy under Consul-General Arnold 
Shanklin, who is a St. Louisan. 

Big Birth Rate. 

“It is so hot down in Panama,” 
Dreier told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“that we wear white duck clothes all 
the time, except on formal occasions, 
when we wear full dress. I frequently 
change my clothing six times a day. 

“The most remarkable thing about the 
Canal Zone on the isthmus, to me, is 
the great improvement in sanitary con- 
ditions, and the phenomenal birth rate. 
There is no race suicide down there. 


“Since Uncle Sam got to work with 
drainage, pure water and sanitary pro- 
visions, there are very few deaths in the 
Canal Zone, and the stork is the busi- 
est bird there. 

‘There are 7000 Americans the- now, 
divided into more than 3000 families, 
and there are at least 3000 babies in the 
lot. 

“Another thing that would surprise 
St. Louisans is the social system in 
Panama. We have dinners, balls, recep- 
tions and such thinzs all the time, and 
Parisian gowns are every-day affairs for 
the women. 

Such Superior Natives. 

“The natives of Panama are a pe- 
culiar study to the Americans. They 
treat us politely all the time, but it is 
plain to be seen that they have a thinly 


veiled contempt for us and our doings. 
They do not show animosity nor fear, 
but their contempt at times is very 


plain 

“Spiggoty Land? Yes, the Isthmus Its 
sometimes called that, but the natives 
do not like it. The writer for a popular 
weekly who called Panama Spiggoty 
land in print wouid better not come 
back to the Canal Zone. 

‘The derivation of the nickname is 
peculiar. The natives, when the Ameri- 
cans first came there, said: ‘We spik-a 
de English. ’ ‘Spik-a de’ quickly became 
‘spiggoty.’

land by his death last Wednesday 
end burial Friday has recalled many in- 
teresting incidents of the days when he 
was a public and forceful figure. These 
incidents throw as much light upon his 
character anc methods, as do the trib- 
utes paid him by all of the great men 
of the nation. 

Nothing which he ever did while 
President attracted more attention than 
‘the famous message he sent to Congress 

‘in December, 18%, on the subject of 
Grec* Britain's controversy with Vene- 
guela over the boundary between the 
latter country and British Guiana. Hil- 
ary A. Herbert, then Mr. Cleveland’s 
‘Secretary of the Navy, now for the 
first time tells the true inwardness of 
that historic episode. 

“The foundation for Mr. Cleveland’s 
celebrated Venezuelan message," said 
Mr. Herbert, “was the note of Secre- 
teary of State Olney to Lord Salisbury, 
the British Minister for Foreign Affairs. 
‘That note was written during. the Con- 
gressional recess, three months before 
Congress convened, and before Mr. 
Cleveland's message was prepared. The 
Olney note was drafted after a con- 
sultation hetween the Sedretary of State 

and Mr. Cleveland during the summer 

at Gray Gables, on Buzzard’s Bay. The 
note was submitted to every member of 
the Cabinet. 

: Secret for Three Months. 

“Tl remember that as the note de- 
veloped it almost took my breath away, 
and I was inclined to oppose its presen- 
tation, but before the readipg was fin- 
ished I realized its ferce and value 
and I heartily approved it. All the Cab- 
inet knew for three or four months be- 
fore Congress convened that this bomb- 
shell had been prepared. Nevertheless, 
it was kept absolutely secret. As Mr.

Offices Not Friendship Tokens. 

One of the remarkable traits of Mr. 
Cleveland’s character lay in his ability 
to shake himself loose from any em- 
barrassing friendships upon reaching a 
position where he was charged with the 
responsibility of filling Federal offices. 

Two days before March 4, 1885, about 
three hundred Buffalonians came to the 
capital, marched from the freight sta- 
tian on Virginia avenue to Odd Fellows’ 
Hall on Seventh street and took up their 
quarters in the latter bsilding. This 
contingent lustily carried out the os- 
temsible purpose of its visit to ‘“‘Whoop 
it up for Grove.” The main object of 
every man, however, was to secure a 
job under the Federal Government. The 
candidates remained tn Washington 
seven days and then departed without 
a single plum in their possession. Of 
that noble band of 300, none secured an 
appointment fram Mr. Cleveland during 
either of his administrations. 

The most conspicuous example, per- 
haps, of Mr. Cleveland’s unwillingness 
to consider his friends for public office 
was that of the late Daniel M. Lock- 
wood. Lockwood placed the name of 
Cleveland before Democratic conven- 
tions for Mayor, Governor and Presi- 
dent. As his reward he sought appeint- 
drid. 

He secured enough indorsements to 
qualify himself for a Cabinet office. 
Mr. Cleveland had other views, how- 
ever, with. the result that the close 
friendship between the two men was 
ruptured and Mr. Lockwood did not re- 
nominate Cleveland in the convention 
of 1888. The breach waza apparently un- 
closable, but at last Mr. Cleveland ten- 
dered Lockwood the position of District 
Attorney for the Southern District of 
New York. This was indignantly de- 
but subsequently ac- 


cepted. 
Song Over Beer Mugs, 

The first time I ever saw Mr. Cleve- 
land,” said Charles A. Hamilton, for 
many years a Washington correspond- 
ent, “was when a boy. I carried news-. 
papers, and every morning went to the 
office of the Courier, in Buffalo, to ob- 
tain my bundle. A campaign for Sheriff 
was in progress at the time. Cleveland 
Was the candidate against John B. 
Weber. | 

About 2 o’clock ene morning my cem- 
prnions and --yself entered a saloon 
kept by a German named Biume to get 
a bottle of ‘pep.’ Therein we found 
Cleveland, Oscar Folsom, whose daugh- 
‘ter Cleveland afterward married; 
Charley McCumber and George Talbot, 
These men were playing cards. Blume 
wanted to go to bed, and after he had 
served us he said to Cleveland and his 
friends: 

“'Now, boys, tale one more drink on 
the house, I have got to close up or the 
police will be after me.’ 

“The men raised their mygs and drain- 
ed them, and Cleveland started a song: 

“Phere was a hole in the bottom of 
the sea.’ His companions shouted the 
chorus: 

“Pour her down, pour her down, pour 
her down.’ 

“Cleveland turned to the proprietor: 
‘Another round, Blume,’ he erdered. 

“When I left, a quarter of an hour 
later, they were still drinking.”’ 

Examined Hach Case. 

Mr. Cleveland took a great interest in 
pension legislation. Observing a dis- 
criminating attitude, which was most 
important, both for the public treasury 
and from the point of view of those vet- 
erans of unblemished records, it was his 
custom te examine each act and all the 
claims cohnected with the claim of the 
beneficiary with the greatest care. If 
he found a flaw in the record he would 
yput a Veto on the back of the act-in his 
own handwriting. 

Cleveland rarely dictated. He found 
lis ideas flowed better when his pen 
toueshed the paper. His handwriting was 
small, but clear. It was like copper 
plate. Probably no President of recent 
time used a pen with as much frequency 
as Cleveland. 

The painstaking character of Mr. 
Cleveland’s: work will be realized when 
i is known that he made a personal ex- 
amination of every paper that came be- 
fere him. This particularily was true of 
the recerds ef courts martial of offi- 
cers of the army and navy. 

Always, a Peor Campaigner. 

Cleveland was known always as a bad 
campaigner. It was'an extremely diffi- 
cult thing to get him te take an active 
}Part In pelities, even when he was run- 
ning for office himself. When he was 
nominated for Mayor ef Buffalo his po- 
iitionl managers were in despair because 
of his indifference. The future President 
would pro to speak, but when the 
time came would fail to appear, and 
then It was necessary to send carriages 
for him and drag him to the meeting. 
But his popularity was so great that he 
experienced little diffieulty in polling a 
large vote for Mayor. 

This campaign ocourred during a time 
of political upheaval, when Buffalo was 
one of the doubtful cities of the State. 
Cleveland was made candidate for Gov- 
ernor particularly because of his vig- 
erous administration of the Mayor’s 
office. His most conspicuous act was 
the veto of an ordinance of the Counci! 


to personal friends. Cleveland regard- 
}ed this contract as against public policy,

Not Worried About Congress. 

During the last years of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s second administration his rela- 
tions with Congress became so embit- 
tered that he did not hesitate to show 
his contempt for that branch of the 
Government. It was the custom upon 
the assembling of Congress for the Sen- 
ate and House to appoint committees to 
call at the White House and inform the 
President that Congress had convened. | 
On one occasion a committee s0 con- 
stituted arrived at the White House and 
was shown into the President's office 
by his private secretary. Cleveland was 
seated at his desk writing. He did not 
look up as the committee entered. 
The members of that body, with hands 
behind -them and feeling like school- 
boys who had been caught doing a 
mischievous act, lined up in the middle 
of the room. 

“Mr. President,”’ said the — 

“we have the honor to inform you that 
Cengress is in session and awaits any 
communications that you may desire to 
make to it.’

“Between legal insanity, which war- 
rants incarceration,” said Dr. Ludwig 
Bremer, “‘and mental health, there is 
a dark and wide borderland, peopled 
with fleeting and fantastic shapes, 
and few there are who do not at some 
time in their lives wander into this 
gloomy limbo. Eccentricities, vaga- 
ries, freakish impulses, whimsies and 
aberrations inhabit there, 

“Many men—the majority of men, 
according to one theory—spend their 
whole lives within this twilight of 
reason, and are adroit or fortunate 
enough to prevent all others from 
finding it out. They present a fair 
front of reliability and good sense, 
until some accident, disconcerting 
their self possession, unmasks them. 

‘T know of one insane man who 
passed for yearsasan eminent finan- 
cier. Everything he touched turned 
to gold, though he plunged in the 
market a bull or a bear with a reck- 
lessness which none of his competit- 
ors dared to imitate. 

Fimancier’s Secret Is Discovered, 

“One time he would sell everything 
he had, and make a fortune on @ fall- 
ing market. Shortly afterwards he 
would, with equal daring, buy every- 
thing he could lay hands on, and for- 
tune still would smile on him. 

“Finally the crash came, and he 
lost everything. A physician, treat- 
ing him for a physical collapse, dis- 
covered the secret. The financier was 
afflicted with what was known as 
‘clroular insanity.’ First, melancholia 
‘would attack him, and in his profound 
depression he would sel] all he had. 
A period of exhalation would follow, 
and he would buy everything in sight.

He died of 
paresis. 

“Paranoia, or ‘reasoning insanity,’ is 
dangerous because it may Le latent 
for years before some accident discov- 
ers it, and because it endows its vic- 
tims with so specious an appearance 
of sanity. Usually the paranoiac is 
cunning enough to have diagnosed his 
own condition and to realize the ne- 
— ef concealing it. His whole 
life becomes a plot to keep his se- 
cret.

Russian. — Say Keeper 


of Prison Was Degenerate, 
Who Enjoyed Tears. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June’ 27.—Prison 
Director F. Schafer and his two assist- 
ants have been sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment each for torturing prison- 
ers. According to the testimony of sur- 
viving prisoners, more than six men 
were killed by Schafer and his assist- 
ants in ene year. In the report of the 
investigators these indictments occur: 
“One of the prisoner’s fingers had 
been severed,’’ “The man’s skull was 
fractured,”’ “The prisoner was beaten 
nine nights in succession.” “The man 
was beaten five times in the same 
night.” 

Sobraniev, a guard, testified that he 
was compelled to beat the prisoners; 
that many times he wept as he dealt 
the blows, but had he not carried out 
-his orders he would have been de- 
nounced by Schafer as a sympathizer 
of revolutionists and would have be- 
come a prisoner himself. He says the 
thought that he might be a prisoner 
and have to endure the tortures which 
others endured was enough to make 
him obey. 

According to physicians, Schafer is a 
degenerate of the sort known as sad- 
ists. These degenerates take pleasure 
in beating others and in seeing tears 
and blood. In order to satisfy this lust 
Schafer used to flog prisoners nightly 
until they lost consciousness, then re- 
vive them only to flog them again.

Evolves Collodion Film. 
“After a good deal of research, I 
evolved a collodion film, upon which I 
placed a thin layer of sensitive gelatine 
finely honeycombed. This honeycombing 
process created a multitude of globules—

“In the layer of collodion each of these 
globules forms two hemispheres. That 
which is tn front, teward the extertor, 
is of much smaller radius than that 
which is behind, and which effers a 
larger curve.

Bach globule repro- 
duces the totality of the picture, but 
permits the eye to distinguish only that 
1,950 | nhoint coming vithin the radius of vision. 

“In virtue of its power of accom- 
modating itself to circumstances, the 
eye groups all the visible points to- 
gether, and the sum total makes the 
complete picture. Thus, the eye,

CHICAGO, June 27.—Those meddle- 
some iconoclasis in Philadelphia, who are 
trying to show that Betsy Ross didn’t 
make the original American flag -and 
who are trying to stamp Betsy’s house 
in Arch street in the sleepy oity as a 
fake, must have had burning ears, con- 
sidering what a great-great-great- 
nephew of Betsy resifient in Chicago 
and Dr. B. J. @Cigrand, national author- 
ity on heraldic Americana, had to say 
about them. 

The Chicago defenders of the famous 
Betsy went deep into their archives as 
soon as they read the “astounding” 
story from Philadetphia and dug up 
family trees by the roots to prove that 
the school children’s heroine really did 
just as the school books and histories 
Bay. 

“So Betsy didn’t make the flag, eh?’ 
said Dr. Cigrand, as he hurried about 
his office at 475 West North avenue, 


tpicking up rare books, designs for séals, 


benedexters, dexters, argents, gules, 
unions, fields, and a dozen other things 
calculated to make tne non-heraldic per- 
son grab his hat ana rush for the door. 
“Just you wait a minute and I'll show 
"em.’’ 

Has the Official Refutation, 

Then, from between the pages of his 
“History of American Emblems,” the 
fruit of fourteen years of painstaking 
research, 
heraldry and colonial history drew forth 
a folded sheet of manuscript, 

‘Read that,’’ he said, quietly but tri- 
umphantly. 

At's a copy I made of bille paid to 
Betsy Ross by the United States Gov- 
ernment for flagmaking, The originals 
from which I made the copy are yel- 
lowed paper now in the archives of the 
War Department at Washington, and in 
them is full refutation of the. charge 
that Betsy Ross was a fake.”’ 

The manuscript copy of the bills read 
as follows:

Money Paid in Same Year. 

In the archives of the Philadelphia 
committee of safety is a bill dated the 
latter part of July, 1777, showing that 
money was paid to Betsy Ross for flag- 
making. 

In discussing the matter Dr. Cigrand 
said: 

“It ig doubtful if the committee: of 
iconoclasts in Philadelphia know the 
significance of the colors of the flag. 
I know there have been many disputes 
about it, but here is the meaning as 


specting the great seal of the United 
States: 

“The colors or tinctures of the pales 
are those used in the flag of the United 
States. White signifies purity, inno- 
cence; red, hardiness and valor. The 
chief denotes congress. Blue is the 
ground of the American uniform, and 
this color signifies vigilance, persever- 
ance and justice.’ ”’

Statement of a Great.Niece. 
In the aged Philadelphian’s written 
statement in the possession of Mr. 


Turner she says in part: 

“Sarah Griscom, my grandmother,

the ‘Betsy Ross’ of history. I am, 
therefore, the grand-niece of Betsy 
Ross. I have vivid’ personal recollec- 
tions of her as ‘Aunty’ Claypoole 
(then pronounced Claypole). She was 
small of stature and was beautiful, 
even in her old age. She died in 1836. 

“She was married three times. It 
was as the Widow Ross that she made 
the first flag. To her belongs the 
credit of suggesting the five pointed 
star to place in the blue field instead 
of the six-poainted star, customarily 
displayed at that time. Tt is literally 
true that she cut a five-pointed atar 
out of paper and showed it to the 
commitee. 

“Betsy's work on the first flag

HE “most fortunate wreck that 
T ever occurred’ made a coal 
peddler Mayor of Chicago and 

won him a bride. 

Fred A. Busse is the last person in 
that city of 2,000,000 whom Romance 
might be expected to flirt with, yet 
his whole life has been a romance, a 
picturesque panorama of unexpected 
achievements, with fortune ever lurk- 
ing at his heels. The latest chapter 
of his varied career is his secret mar- 
riage in the City Hall, which has 
come to light only after a month of 
mystery, when one of the women at- 
tendants at the ceremony made the 
news public. | 

Busse was known as the “Bachelor 
Mayor” and Chicago would have 
been no more surprised to hear that 
the lake had run dry than when it 
woke up one morning and learned 
he had a bride.

Dunne was a brilliant campaigner, an 
orator of force and convincing abil- 
ity, trained in a long career as a 
lawyer and judge. It was his master- 
ful exposition of the supposed benefits 
to be secured through the city’s pos- 
session of the public utilities that uad 
helped as much as anything else to 
sweep the Democrats into office. 

That was what worried the Repub- 
lican leaders; Dunne was a cam- 
paigner—Busse wasn’t. Dunne could 
orate like a Demosthenes—Busse 
talked like John Thomas Brady. 

“Every speech Busse makes will 
cost him 10,000 votes,” said one of 
the leaders. 

“Yes, and if the voters get a look 
at him,’ declared another, “the eiec- 
tion will go wunanimously—for the 
other side.” 


The Might of Fists 

Which illustrates that the ambi- 
tious coal peddler was not exactly an 
Admirable Crichton. He scorned 
grammar as a dudish accomplish- 
ment. In the argumentative line 
he found fists mightier than words. 

This, then, was the situation as the 
campaign of 1907 opened. Was Busse 
to talk or not to talk, that was the 
question. And if he could not talk, 
how GOULD he talk? The leaders 
threw up their hands in despair. They 
could do nothing but let things take 
their course. But Busse himself was 
to be reckoned with. 

‘“‘Never you mind this talk busi- 
ness,’ he said. “Talk never got a 
man anything unless he had some- 
thing to back that talk up with. I’ve 
always been there with the goods, 
and, what's more, I’ve always made 
good.” 

Which bit of philosophy posed the 
oratory-loving committee, because it 
was true. Busse had always made 
good even from the days when he was 
a ‘baggage smasher.” If he said he'd 
do a thing he’d do it in the face of 
any and all opposition. Which, early 
in life, made him many friends. An?’ 
he never lost a friend. He was the 
kind that glory in going “to the las. 
ditch,” if necessary. He recked not 
of the consequences. An illustration 
of this characteristic came not long 
after he was seated in the Mayor’s 
chal:, 

John A. Linn, an old friend and 
fellow warrior in many a hard-fought 
political battle, had been sent to the 
Penitentiary for embezzling the funds 
of the Circuit Court, where he was 
Chief Clerk. From the moment of 
his incarceration Busse set to work 
to secure a pardon. It was not until 
a year later that he was successful. 

Then, when the convict had been 
set free, Mayor Busse went down to 
Joliet, met him at the prison gates 
and escorted him back to Chicago. 
He knew he was flying in the face of 
public indignation and anticipated 
the storm of criticism that was 
aroused, but notwithstanding, he had 
carried out his determination, because 
he wished to impress on his old 
old friend that he was not “down and 
out.” 

Many like instances had _ given 
Busse a constantly increasing circle 
of friends which gradually made him 
the “Boss” of the north-side wards. 

Another illustration of the bond of 
sympathy that united him to thou- 
sands: One of the first to boom him 
for Mayor was a reporter on a morn- 
ing newspaper. Soon after he was in 
office the newspaper suspended pub- 
lication. That morning when Busse 
heard of it he immediately sent for 
the reporter. He said to him: “You 
go through this City Hall and pick 
out any job you want. Come back 
and let me know what and it is yours 
on the spot.” 

The reporter demurred, but busse 
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So, if Bussse had no gift of tongue 
he could make his deeds talk for 
him. “But this did not solve the dif- 
ficulty for the Republican managers. 
The voters wanted to see who they 
were voting for and hear from his 
own lips his plans for solving munici- 
pal problems and bettering civic con- 
ditions. 

Then at the “psychological mo- 
ment,” that wreck crashed througn 
the obstacles and opened up a way 
out for all concerned. 


Ran Down to Washington 


At the time Busse was Postmaster 
of Chicago. After his nomination for 
Mayor he took a run down to Wash- 
ington to see Roosevelt to find wheth- 
er it would be necessary for him to 
resign his Federal position. He was 
always a “safe player” in politics, 
and did not want to take the chance 
of losing out his fat job if his race 
in Chicago was unsuccessful. Things 
were fixed up satisfactorily at Wash- 
ington and Busse started back home 
in peaceful frame of mind. But the 
fate that pursues the fortunate still 
hovered over him. 

As the flying Pennsylvania train 
was nearing Altoona, that same fate 
tore the coaches from the track and 
eent them hurtling down an embank- 
ment. As they were jumbled up into 
& mass of splintered iron and wood a 
score of sleeping passengers were 
seriously hurt. The Chicago Post- 
master woke up to find himself en- 
tangled in a mass of wreckage, won- 
dering if it were a Democratic land- 
slide. When taken out, he was found 
considerably cut and bruised and at

Busse as a hero, bandaged and suf- 
fering, lying helplessly in bed, un- 
able to conduct his canvass for May- 
or, would present a fine sympathetic 
picture for the voters. All that was 
necessary was for him to remain in- 
doors until after election day: Here 
was presented one of the uniquest 
situations in political annals, like the 
play of Hamlet with the Melancholy 
Dane marooned in the wings. 

But if Mr. Busse couldn’t get to 
make speeches, he could stay indoors 
and make love. 

Among the first to rush to the lit- 
tle home up over the coal office when 
the wreck-scarred victim was brought 
back on a stretcher was Josephine 
Lee. She had known Busse for seven 
years and had often visited his par- 
ents. To the general public they 
were considered no more than close 
friend. However, the dark-haired, 
dark-eyed beauty became practically 
a member of the family, her visits 
to the sickroom were so frequent, 
and she helped his mother nurse the 
injured man. 

While out through the city the clar- 
ion-tongued campaign waged, in the 
darkened room the still, small veice 
of Cupid was heard. Busse as a suit- 
or was last contingency his 
friends considered, and, as one of 
them put it, with more force than 
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elegance: “What, Fred get married? 
They'll have to chain him to the wall 
and call out the police to keep him 
from running away.” 

Busse, in his’ busy, strenuous ca- 
reer, had had no time for acquiring 
the nicer, delicate accomplishments 
of the society beau. From the time 
he started out in life a lad as a “‘bag- 
gage smasher” he was in the thick of 
a fight for survival of the fittest. 

Becoming a coal dealer in a small 
way, his business gradually expand- 
ed as his political power grew until 
now his fortune aggregates a half- 
million. Beginning as a ward work- 
er, he got several minor political po- 
sitions, became court bailiff, went 
to the Legislature, was elected State 
Treasurer and then received the ap- 
pointment of Postmaster at Chicago. 


THE LOVE OF GREAT

That 
was the situation in the light Judas had at the 
time. 

Two natures were at war within Judas, as with- 
in most of us. He succeeded in overcoming the 
evil for a long time, but finally fell. This is the 
common history of most of mankind. We must 
not be too hard or narrow in our consideration of 
Judas, nor put him in a class beneath all others, 
who, in spirt, do the same thing he did, with 
more light to guide them and less temptation. 


When Christ called Judas, the noblest and best 
in his nature responded. He went out into tie 
cities and villages of Gallilee without staff or 
scrip, neither a parsonage nor a salary, and 

' preached the Kingdom of Heaven, returning with 
a glad heart and reporting that even the devils 
were subject to him. He was at that time a man 
of honor, devotion and self-sacrifice. 

He may have been tempted to steal the common 
purse which he carried at the time, but he was 
not a thief. Yet, handling the funds of others is 
yne of the most dangerous temptations in the 
world, and many cannot withstand it. 

Judas was shocked and grieved when he saw 
the result of his own sin. and he did what 
the average man does not do—that is he repented. 
And he repented without the aid of a revival 
evangelist or an exhorter. His repentance bears 
every mark of being genuine. 

First—He made open acknowledgment 
guilt. 

Second—He “sorrowed,”’ not because of the ef- 
fect of his own sin upon himself, but its effect 
upon Christ. He was more popular with the 
priests and rulers than any of the Disciples, and 
if any was to be spared persecution, Judas might 
have counted upon being that one. The real crim- 
inal regrets his misdeeds because of the conse- 
quences, material consequences. that fall upon 
himself. It was not so with Judas, for he might 
have escaped material ill from his own wrong. 

Third—In his self-condemnation he makes no 
excuses and blames himself alone. 

Fourth—He displayed a keen desire to counter- 
act the effect of what he had done. 

Fifth—The origin of his repentance was in his 
own conscience. 

Sixth—He repented not from fear of Hell nor 
to find favor with men, but because of sympathy 
with Christ. 

Seventh—He made restitution and brought back 


of his ancestor, Jacob, and a large number of his 
other relatives, who had that crafty, subtle method 
of securing their own portion first. He had that 
money-loving spirit which creeps over some of 
us when a pastorate is suggested to us that does 
not just come up to our liking in a financial way. 

His father may have said to him: “Judas, my 
son, get money. Get it honestly, if you can; but 
get it.” And Judas betrayed his Friend because 
he thought it to his political and pecuniary ad- 
vantage to do so. 

Put out of your thoughts the notion that Judas 
betrayed the Son of God, for he had not learned, 
as yet, that great fact. Nor let the Crucifixion be

IS IT possible to dream of things 

| and behold objects that are hid- 
den from the brain and visual

This question seems to be an- 
swered in the remarkable and almost 
supernatural romance of a wealthy 
Wilmington (O.) man—Stanley G. 
Stevens—and his bride of a few days 
—Miss Rosalind Smythe of Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

The strange, weird story of how he 
“saw” his affinity in what was half 
dream and half delirium during a se- 
vere attack of typhoid fever in a Chi- 
cago hospital, how this. being, visible 
to him alone, sat by his bedside and 
stroked his fever-racked brow day 
after day, and how he finally found 
her in real life, is related by Mr. 
Stevens himself. 

Probably every man and woman, 
boy and girl has had a dream which 
has “come true,” or which has been 
so remarkable in its revelation as 
to cause the dreamer to ask whether 
or not dreams really ever do come 
true. Strange cases of mysterious 
psychic power and mental phenomena 
have puzzled -scientists and psychol- 
ogists for centuries, and this latest 
example is considered as much of a 
puzzle as all its predecessors. 

Mr. Stevens has never pursued the 
study of psychological phenomena 
io any great extent and does not lay 
claim to psychic power. But he al- 
ways did believe that dreams some- 
times work out in real life with re- 
markable accuracy. Today he is con- 
vinced that such is the case, taking 
his own remarkable experience ag 
proof positive. Like the savage, Mr.

And the municipal autborities of a 
large number of other cities have now 
decided to instail the iron sulphate 
trocess. When all the plants now 
decided upon are in working order the 
total number of persons served by the 
system will be increased by 1,250,000, 


swelling the grand total to nearly“five 
and a half millions. 

The number of gallons cleared daily 
by the use of iron sulphate and lime 
will be increased by 90,000,000 galicns 
or more, making the grand tvtal of 
daily water consumption in cities 
using the St. Louis process at least 
390,000,000 gallons. 

In addition to the cities which have 
finally decided to put in such clurifi- 
cation plants there is a host of other 
municipalities with such stevys under 
consideration, and many ot those 
cities may decide in the near future 
to go ahead with the installation. It 
would not be considered astonishing 
if, in the near future, ten or twelve 
million persons were drinking water 
whose sparkle was due to the sulphate 
of iron and lime first used on a large 
peale at the St. Louis Waterworks. 


Cleaning Out the ‘‘Smut’’ 


But to accomplish this clarification 
of rddy water on 80 great a scale 
mountains of iron sulphate and lime 
must be used. at the St. Louis Water- 
works ninety to one hundred tons 
of iron sulphate are used in the 
course of a week and nearly three 
times as much lime. ‘These figures 
seem large, but their magnirude 
dwindles when one recails that the 
lime and iron used clears the mud 
from several hundred million gallons 
of water. 

The iron sulphate used comes from 
the mills of the American Steel and 
Wire Co., a branch of the United 
States Steel Corporation, commonly 
called “the Steel Trust.” It is a by- 
p ct in the manufacture wf rolled 
stee] and steel wire. 

Sulphuric acid is used to clean the 
“smut” which gathers on wires and 
rolled steel in the making. The 
stee] and the wire are placed in vats 
containing acid and allowed to re- 
main just long enough to remove 
the “smut.” The product formed is 
sulphate of iron. In the beginning 
this was a valueless substance. The 
American Steel and Wire Co. sought 
a.market for the cumbersome and 
costly by-product. 

Some years ago, according to O. B. 
Barrows, St. Louis agent of the com- 
pany, W. B. Bull, part owner of the 
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water plant at Quincy, IIl., placed an 
order for sulphate of iron with the 
Chicago office of the steel company. 
Mr. Bull was asked what he wanted 
with the stuff and replied “to clarify 
water.” 

He then explained the process he 
was installing at Quincy and the 
company sent an engineering chem-

ist to Qnincy to investigate the water 
plan there. The chemist was skepti- 
cal, but stayed six months and pro- 
nounced the lime and iron sulphate 
clarification process to be of great 
value. That was the first the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire Co. ever had 
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heard of that use for their rouble- 
some by-product. 

The company claims that it made 
the first suggestion to Water Com- 
iaissioner Adkins that iron sulphate 
and lime be used in St. Louls and 
that Mr. Wixford (who has patented 
the process) was employed after the 
matter had progressed for some 
time, merely to work out certain de- 
tails as to the proportions of lime and 
iron required at St. Louis, thc addi- 
tion of the Missouri River water 
here making conditions different 
from what they were at Quincy. 

“We consulted attorneys as to the 
feasibility of patenting the process,’ 
said Mr. Barrows, “but learned that 
the system had been used in Germany 
for a number of years, and our coun- 
sel advised us that a patent would be 
valueless. Mr. Wixford, who did get 
a patent, has written us several times 
asking us to make some sort of a 
contract with hin: on a royalty basis. 
We have replied that we did not 
thiuk he had a valid patent. He has 
made no further attempt to claim any 
rights under his patent, and, as far 
as we are concerned, we would wel- 
come a court adjudication of the mat- 
ter.” 

Dr. William Shirmer Barker of 1101 
Tyler street, St. Louis, says, however, 
that the discovery of the cluirfication 
of water by mineral substance is 
older than the Christian religion.

“The assertion that the salt of the 
sulphate of iron precipitates lime and 
other ingredients in water is old is 
true enough,” said Dr. Barker. “It 
was originated about three thousan¢s 
vear ago at Jericho. In II Kings, 
thapter 2, verses 19 to 22, we read: 


“‘Aand the men of the city aa d 
unto Elisha: “Behold, I »ray thee, 
the situation of this city is pleas- 
ant as my lord seeth, b-.t the wa- 
ter is naught and thc ground bar- 
ren, 

“ ‘and he said: “Bring me now a 
cruse and put salt therein.” And 
they brought it to him. 

“sand he went forth unto the 
spring of waters and cast the salt 
in there and said: “Thus saith the 
Lord, I have healed these waters; 
there shall not be from thence 
any more death or barren land.” 

“‘So the waters were healed un.

‘ty muddy waters like those of the 
@ississippi and Missouri and Nile 
rivers is the statement of Prof. Bid- 
ward Goodrich Acheson, a noted East- 
ern scientist. He says that explains 
the formation of the Mississippi and 
Nile deltas. The mud in solution in 
those streams is precipitated when 
the water comes into contact with the 
salt water of the sea. 

Mr. Acheson experimented with 
the plasticity and tensile qualities of 
clay.

He discovered, however, that such 
deflocculated clay would remain sus- 
pended in water in very fine particles 
which would pass through the finest 
filter paper. The vegetable matter 
with the clay gave the suspended 
particles certain electrical qualities 
which caused them to remain for- 
ever suspended unless the electrical 
action was destroyed. Thus, he says, 
a glass of water dipped from the Mis- 
sissippi will never settle of its own 
accord—not in a thousand years. 

But salt, sulphate of iron and lime 
and other mineral substances will de- 
stroy that electrical effect and cause 
the mud in solution to be precipitat- 
ed. Of the first idea that occurred 
to him relative to this action in riv- 
ers—delta formations and the like— 
Prof. Acheson said recently: 

“Some months ago, while crossing 
the Mississippi Rivef at St. Louis, I 
looked down from the car window 
and saw the great muddy stream 
sweeping by to the gulf, and having 
tresh in my mind the deflocculation 
ot nonmetallic amorphous bodies, it 
occurred to me that possibly the mat- 
ter suspended in the water was in 
a deflocculated condition, and I 
remembered that I had been told 
that nearly, if not quite all, of 
this muddy water came out of 
the Missouri River from the great 
plains of the Middle West, and, 
further, that the water did not clear 
during its entire course of some hun-

not exist. But there are in the 
world today thousands of black slaves 
laboring under the most hideous form 
of forced labor, which is only accen- 
tuated by the absurd attempts to 
make them officially free by means of

A typical slave-traders’ country is 
said to exist in the Portuguese eol- 
ony on the southwest coast of Africa. 
There are immense cocoa plantations 
in the Portuguese islands of San 
Thome and Principe, and to obtain 
laborers for them there is a group 
of dealers who make a specialty of 
providing negroes. 

These men organize special parties, 
who explore the interior of African 
fcrests and seize hundred of unfor- 
tunate negroes, who are immediately 
driven back to the coast in a man- 
acled condition. Whole families are 
captured and sold in lots, according 
to physical condition and age. 

The irony of the whole traffic is 
that everything is done on a legal 
basis. There is a special Government 
agent at Angola, whose duty it is to 
prevent the exploitation of slaves. 
He, of course, will not admit that 
slavery exists. The system is too per- 
fect. But the negroes think other- 
wise. Their fate is one of lifelong 
hard labor, though they are engaged 
as laborers on the plantation for a 
number of years at what appears to 
be a reasonable wage. 

This wage, it is alleged, is never 
paid, and the “legal slave” knows 
that he will never get it. At the 
point of a sword he signs an agree- 
ment he cannot read engaging himself

fentna Gorge, Found by Dr. F. A. Cook in American 
Alaska, 1000 Feet Deeper Than Grand Canyon of Colo- 
rado and More Impressive—35 Skyscrapers Like St. 
Louis New Third National Bank Building Would Not 
Reach Top of It. 


CANYON 1000 feet deeper than 
A the Grand Canyon of the Col- 

orado River, and “surpassing it 
for sheer cliffs and dazzling contrast 
nf color,” is almost inconceivable. 
sut all these claims the explorer, 
Frederick A. Cook, conqueror of the 
famous Mount McKinley, makes for 
the Yentna Canyon of interior Amer- 
ican Alaska. 

“The walls of the Yentna,” says 
Dr. Cook, “rise in sucessive tiers of 
7000 feet.” The greatest depth of the 
Grand Canyon is a little more than 
6000 feet. There are 5280 feet in a 
mile. 

This makes the Yentna Canyon one 
and one-third miles in depth, or one- 
seventh deeper than the canyon of the 
Colorado, hitherto supposed to be 
without a rival anywhere in the 
world. The new Third National Bank 
Building at Broadway and Olive 
streets, St. Louis, is 206 feet high. 
The height of the Yentna River walls 
equals that of 35 such buildings 
standing one upon another. 

Burton Holmes, who has studied 
and photographed the show places of 
the earth, says the Grand Canyon 
of the Colorado River is the greatest 
natural wonder in the world. Dr. 


Cook, an ecually good au‘hority, says 
the Canyon of the Yentna River is 
not only deeper than that of the Col- 
orado, but that its cliffs are steeper, 
its colors more wonderful and its 
scenery indescribably wilder and 
grander. 

By all comparisons, then, the great- 
est natural wonder in the worl is not 
the Grand Canyon in Arizona, but 
the Yentna Canyon in Alaska; but 
like the recently discovered Iguaza 
Falls of South America, which sur- 
pass those of Niagara and the Zam- 
besi, the Yentna Canyon is far from 
the beaten track, where none’ but the 
hardiest travelers may see it. 

That part of Alaska in which the 
Yentna Canyon occurs is at once one 
of the least known and most remarka- 
ble countries in the world. There is 
Mount McKinley, the highest moun- 
tain in North America—20,390 feet. 
A few years ago this mighty peak was 
unknown. It was supposed that the 
top of North America was Mount St. 
Elias; but McKinley, or Bolshoy, as 
the natives call it, has been found to 
be much higher than St. Elias. So 
much for the slow progress of ex- 
ploration in Alaska. 


Dr. Cook climbed McKinley. In so 


doing he found the Yentna Canyon. 
McKinley lies some 260 miles east 
of the Pacific Ocean. The canyon of 
the Yentna is midway between the 
sea and the mountain. It is a wilder- 
ness which, until gold lured the pros- 
pector into its depth, no white man 
had ever seen. 

Dr. Cook’s description of the coun- 
try fairly inspires terror. The sum- 
mer is very short. While it lasts the 
explorer must make his dash into the 
interior. 
ing. The rivers are swollen by rains 
and melting snow and ice. The veg- 
etation is rank. There are no trails. 
Mosquitoes give man and beast no 
respite for a torture equaling any- 
thing experienced by Stanley in the 
interior of Africa. 

The tundra, or Alaskan lowland, is 
half solid, half water hole, and travel 
over it is painfully slow. The streams 
are violently swift. Dr. Cook led two 
expeditions against McKinley. The 
first was defeated because it lost too 
much time in ascending the Yentna 
and other swift rivers in rowboats.

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Electricity on the Ocean 


UCH has been written about 
Mi the two leviathan Cunard 
steamers, Lusitania and 
Mauretania, yet comparatively few 
can grasp the significant part which 
electricity plays throughout these 
ships. A few facts relating to the 
electrical equipment of the Maure- 
tania may be of interest. 

Apart from the 70,000 horsepower 
of the turbines which propel the ship 
through the water, the electrical pow- 
er, which is supplied by four genera- 
tors, represents an additional 2144 
horsepower. 

Electricity is used not only for il- 
luminating the ship at night, but for 
a multitude of other purposes, such 
as operating the elevators, of which 
there are two for passengers’ use, 
eight for baggage and mails and two 
smaller ones in the pantries. BDlec- 
trically driven cranes and winches are 
also provided. 

There are 6300 electric lamps in- 
stalled throughout the ship, giving 
the enormous total of over 100,000 
candlepower. For heating the first- 
class quarters 60 electric radietors 
have been fitted, to say nothing of 
some forty-three heaters in bathrooms 
for use during the cold weather. 

Numerous electric fans are used 
for ventilating the various rooms, and 
are so arranged that they can supply 
either warm or cool air, according 
to the weather, while the air in the 
cabins can be totally changed six or 
eight times in an hour. 

Ventilating fans, 16 larger ones of 
50 horsepower each, are fitted for sup- 
plying forced draft to the 26 boilers. 

In the extensive kitchens of the 
Mauretania electricity — prone si 
to play an important role, an may

that one range alone has a frontage 
ef about sixty feet and includes a 
raaster with four vertical spits ro- 
tated by an electric motor, these‘spits 
being capable of dealing with halt 
a ton of meat at a time.

Some idea of the size of this vessel 
may be obtained when it is men- 
tioned that over 200"%miles of wires 
and cables are fitted throughout the 
ship. 

The electric bell and telephone in- 
stallation on the Mauretania surpass 
anything hitherto attempted in con- 
nection with ship work. Bell push 
buttons are placed over every bed, 
and altogether 1298 electric bell 
pushes have been fitted in the vari- 
ous cabins, while telepnones, of which 
there are upwards of 100, are in 
numerous parts of the ship and in all 
the best rooms. 

Apart from the Marconi wireless 
telegraph outfit, which enables pas- 
sengers to learn all that is going on 
in the world, just as if they were in 
a first-class hotel in St. Louis or Lon- 
don instead of miles from land, 
means has been provided for coupling 
the ship up to the city telephone ex- 
change when lying alongside the 
landing stages at Liverpool or New 
York, thus enabling passengers to 
communicate with their friends or to 
transact business the moment the 
vessel touches the quay, or to say 
good-by to friends in distant parts of 
the city up to the time the boat leaves 
land. 

Electricity also plays an important 
part in the safety devices on board 
this wonderful ship, as, for instance, 
showing the officer in charge which 
water-tight doors are actually closed 
and what navigating lamps are lit. It 
is also employed to operate the fog- 
horn from the wheelhouse, and for 


the system of fire alarms, in connec-. 


tion with which there are 38 alarm 
push buttons in prominent parts of 
the vessel. 

Four electric searchlights are car- 
ried on board, and, in addition to the 
usual complement of lifebuoys which 
every ship carries, two special buoys 
have been provided for use at night. 
These, upon being released by prese- 
ing a button, automatically light a 
fiare upon striking the water, thus 
indicating thdir position..

He 
is three times as rich as any other 
man in Mexico, and has tne name of 
being liberal and generous towards 
his workpeople. 

Don Luis is a very handsome man, 
married to a beautiful wife.

The sons are all 
associated with Don Luis in looking 
after the ranch, while the daughters— 
said to be the most beautiful women 
in Mexico—remain quietly at the 
homestead. All the children were ed- 
ucated in the United States, are high- 
ly accomplished, have traveled 
through Europe and speak several 
languages. 

Don Luis founded his cattle ranch 
about fourteen years ago, and four 
years later he sought to import the 
finest cattle from Scotland and Bng- 
land. But the import duty on foreign 
cattle was so heavy that it was im- 
possible to bring over the animals in 
quantities sufficient for his purpose, 
so Don Luis appealed to the Mexican 
Government, pointed out the absurd- 
ity of restricting the importation of 
good stock into the country and suc- 
ceeded in getting the import tax 
repealed, Since that time Terrazas 
has increased his stock by the im- 
portation of something like 5000 bulls 
of the best breeds from the famous 
studs of Europe. 

Five years ago Terrazas installed 
on his ranch four big reservoirs, cost- 
ing $500,000, besides which there are 
300 wells scattered over the huge 
farm, some of them going down to a 
depth of 600 feet. These wells, the 
water from which is raised by means 
of windmills, cost another $600,000. 

Every kind of grain is grown and 
Don Luis is constantly experiment- 
ing in the raising of different “foods” 
for supplying the wants of his im- 
mense herds during the rainless sea- 
sons. 

An enemy which has to be sternly 
fought on this great ranch is fire, and 
scarcely a summer passes without 
great tracts of prairie being laid 
Waste by its destroying advance. 
Throughout the torrid months there 
ig @ man stationed on the “lookout” 
at every station each hour of the 24, 
and as soon as he sees indications 


that a fire has started he rings a mas- * 


sive alarm bell, and in an incredibly 
short time men come riding in, ready 
to fight the danger with their lives if 
necessary. 

The frightened cattle are driven 
sideways from the line of the oncom- 
ing fire, and then the, enemy is at- 
tacked from the rear. It is no good 
to stop a prairie fire 
from the front, for its progress is too 
rapid and too annihilating.  ~ 

Heavy chains are dragged along the 
ground, which help to weehen and 
dissipate the fire. Across ihe prai- 
rie long furrows 50 feet apart are 
quickly made, and these also help to 
stem the progress of the fire. All 
hight the fight is kept up, and not 
until the last spark is quenched are 
the men able to take food and rest. 

In these efforts to subdue the 
flames Don Luis and his sons are usu- 
ally to be seen working like demons 
and urging their men to greater ef- 

Fighting a prairie fire has all 
elements of danger, and for ex- 
citement it has few equals. For this 
reason Don Luis takes a fierce delight 
in combating the flames, and declares 


» that it is one of the fascinations of 


prairie life. : 





Rains are almost unceas-' 


tributaries with a motor boat, cover- 
ing in a few hou.s distances over 
which the first expedition had toiled 
for days. 

But it is to this country of violent 
waters, voracious insects and undis- 
turbed isolation that the world must 
go to behold its greatest natural won- 
der. Emerson said: “If a man makes 
a better book or a better basket than 
his neighbors, the world will make a 
beaten path to his door, though he 
live in a wilderness;” and that is true 
of canyons, mountains and water- 
falls, as it is of men. 

Until six years ago the tourist could 
gain the rim of the Grand Canyon of 
Colorado only by taking a 90-mile 
stage ride through the San Francisco 
Mountains and the Painted Desert. 
Now the railroad runs to the can- 
yon, there are several hotels on the 
south rim, and the tourist looks into 
the red depths of the Colorado with 
all the comfort and luxury of seeing 
the desert from a Pullman. 


Sight for the Traveler. 

Some day, doubtless, the traveler 
may see in equal comfort the world’s 
greatest canyon and the highest 
mountain of North America. A few 
years ago the famous Victoria Falls 
of the Zambesi were lost in a wilder- 
ness; now a railroad bridge spans the 
river immediately .below them, and 
the tourist sees the great cataract 
from the best possible point of view 
by merely peering threugh a car win- 
dow. 

Occasional descriptive bits tn Dr 
Cook’s new book, “On the Top of the 
Continent,” afford an opportunity to 
compare the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado and the greater chasm of 
the Yentna. The Grand Canyon runs 
through a desert dotted with moun- 
tains. Seen in summer, there is no 
snow, nor any sign of ice. In the 
lower two-thirds of its depth, the 
canyon is barren of trees. At the bot- 
tom is the river—a red thread ran- 
ging in width from one to three hun- 
dred feet. 

Into this chasm the sun pours, and 
into the skies the great walls rise— 
red upon black, blue upon red and 
white upon blue—to the green of the 
trees on the mile-high rim. This is 
the Colorado. It varies in width 
from_a few hundred yards to 13 miles. 
Rising out of its depths to the level 
of its rims are mountains as high as 
Mount Washington. These are perfect 
pyramids, the most beautiful - and 
highly colored temples, buttes Iike 
battleships, and such a profusion of 
titanic chaos as was supposed to oc- 
cur nowhere else on the face of the 
earth. 

The great canyon of the Yentna is 
altogether different. To begin, it 
traverses a land of perpetual snow 
and ice. Immediately north of the 
range which it drains to the south- 
west is the Yukon. Everywhere 
around it. are the great Alaskan 
mountains, culminating in McKinley, 
an even mile higher than the highest 
mountain in the United States. 
Searching for a passage through the 
range along the sides of this can- 
yon, Dr. Cook says: 


Unexplored Mountains. 

“Our position here was unique. The 
foaming waters of the Yentna were 
more than 2000 feet below us, rush- 
ing from bluff to bluff in a system of 
unexplored canyons which for per- 
pendicular cliffs and superb moun- 
tains of great altitude surpassed the 
glories of the Grand Canyon of the 
Coloradd}D River. To the south were 
huge, snow-capped mountains un- 
named and unexplored, among them 
large snow basins and glaciers feeding 
the Yentna and the Kuskokim. 


“Toward the Tonzona the walls of 
the canyon rose in successive tiers 
to 7000 feet. For sheer cliffs and daz- 
zling contrast of color, the scene sur- 
passed that of the Grand Vanyon. The 
canyon narrowed as we advanced, and 
there was no footing for man or 
beast. We saw tracks of mountain 
sheep, moose and bear, but the foot- 
in@ was too dangerous for horses, and 
we turned back.” 


Dr. Cook makes no estimate of the’ 


length of the Yentna Canyon. Judg- 
ing by what he says, he and his com- 
panions did not go into it more than 
ten or fifteen miles. 

The Grand Canyon of the Colorado 
River is more than 300 miles long. 
For 218 miles of this distance there 
is nothing to choose in depth or 
grandeur between one part of the 
chasm and another. The canyon of 
the Yentna is probably very short 
This must be so, because the glacier 
which feed it are in sight upon ever] 
hand, and the mountains it drain 
sometimes overlook it from the rim 
The Colorado, upon the other hand, 
drains a vast extent of territory hun- 
dreds of miles above the canyon. The 
Green River brings its waters all the 
way from Wyoming. 

The depth of a canyon Is from its 
rim, or the plateau level. The moun- 
tains along the rim are wholly in- 


from dependent of its depth. 


There are high mountains along the 
Color but the canyon carries the 
rive ‘le below the plateau from 
w’ * rise. This is also true 
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or the Yentna and the greater moun- 
tains which overlook it. 

Mount McKinley is almost four 
miles high. Its companion peaks are 
scarcely shorter. If this range stood 
immediately upon the rim of the 


Yentna Canyon, the drop from the . 


topmost peak to the Yentna River 
would be 27,000 feet, or a little more 
than five miles. 

Dr. Cook very readily explains why 
the Yentna Canyon and Mount Mce- 
Kinley are just coming to the knowl- 
edge of geographers. The native pop- 
ulation of Alaska is very small. Wha’ 
there is of it lives almost entirel; 
upon thé sea coast. The native foo 
is the salmon, which is so abundani 
and so easily captured that the Alas- 
kan Indian neither plants nor hunts 
for subsistence. 

The result is that the Indians on 
Cook Inlet have very little knowledge 
of the interior, and in their slight 
ecntact with the whites, they have 
said little about it. Mount McKin- 
ley, of course, was not to be hid. 

The Russians saw it, and the na- 
tive name, Bolshoy, is Russian for 
big; but the Russians never went 
near it, and until 1898 no one had 
ever estimated its height. The Yent- 
na Canyon was only discovered in the 
course of exploring McKinley. But 
for those enthusiastic Americans who 
twice tried to,climb the great peak, 
the world would not know today that 
its greatest natural wonder lies off 
in the wilderness east of Cook In- 
let. 

As ancillustration of the exceptional 
inoccupation of that part of Ameri- 
can Alaska, Dr. Cook relates that big 
game was always abundant upon 
every hand. Great‘herds of caribou 
regarded them with the indifference 
of wild animals strange to the chase. 
Moose were plentiful, and unafraid. 
Grizzly and brown bear met them 
o' the trail and visited their camps. 
Flocks of mountain sheep looked 
down upon them from the heights. 

Dr. Cook says it is unquestionably 
the greatest big game country left 
upon arth.

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lutely groundless. 

I begged him to go out to the farm 
with me and help me make my in- 
vestigations.

I looked over the grounds and saw 
the ruins of the house. There was 
nothing visible, however, that gave 
any clew as to what had happened to 
Audrew. We spent most of the day 
on the grounds and talked with a 
number of people.
